The FBI announcement said the 
six were charged with. violating 
the neutrality act, which ‘prohibits 
export of certain items including 
aircraft without a’ State Depart- 
ment license,

Like fingers, it has reached into 
the contiguous suburbs of Shrews- 
bury, Affton and Lemay, where 
new developments contrast with 
old, 

“The extreme southwest 
of St. Louis, just sprawling acres 
of vacant land in 1930. has been 
built up to the extent that it i« 
causing the development of a 
#hopping center of major propor- 
tions, 

Hampton Village Is Hub. 

Hub of the growing shopping 
district is Hampton Village at 
Hampton avenue and Chippewa 
street, where the Walgreen and 
Kresge companies will soon open 
large stores. Since January 1947, 
at least 18 new stores have opened 
in the village. Bettendorf’s super- 
market has been there since 1941. 

Other establishments have sprung 
up along Hampton, south of Chip- 
pewa, and along Chippewa itself. 
Famous-Barr has selected Chip- 
pewa and Kingshighway as a site 
for a branch store. 

Hampton Village, in addition to 
rare Singer hub of a new shopping 
district, is itself an example of 
new construction in the southwest 
part of the city.

The bill to control air pollution 
enables the Health Division to 
exercise ite general powers to 
abate nulaances againat all noxious 
and annoying materials emitted 
into the air. These would include 
dust, grime, dirt, fumes and gases. 

The fly ash control measure is 
in form of an amendment to the 
existing smoke control ordinance. 
It reduces the permissible amount 
of fly ash from three-quarters of 
a grain per cubic foot of gas to 
about one-third of a grain. It 
would require also that the smoke 
commissioner make annual inspec- 
tions of all equipment in which 
coal is burned in suspension. 

Both measures, with proposed 
amendments, have the approval of 
the manufacturers’ and legislation 
committees of the Chamber of 
Commerce. The amendment, sug- 
gested by Ford, would make the 
fly ash measure applicable to all 
types of fuel instead of coal 
burned in suspension only, would 
grant a two-year period for com- 
pliance, and would provide that 85 
per cent efficient compliance with 
regulations of the measure be con- 
sidered adequate.

Organized Coastal Oil Firm. 

He organized, in these years, the 
Petrol Oil Corp., which obtained 
much of its petroleum yield from 
the so-called tidelands along the 
western coast, an area to which 
the State of California had long 
claimed title. Th. state issued 
leases to private firms for such 
exploitation, receiving royalties in 
return. Along with most other 
California oil men, Pauley had a 
heavy stake in the proposition that 
the eral Government had no 
. Ownership rights to the tideland 
regions. Nor had the Govern- 
ment challenged state ownership, 
at that time. 

The State of California did file 
civil actions against a large num- 
ber of oil companies, including 

s Petrol, charging them 
with whipstocking or slanting 
their wells from the uplands into 
submerged ocean areas. The suits 
were eventually settled, with 
Petro] Corp., paying up only after 
it had been threatened with re- 
ceivership proceedings, and new 
state leases were issued for tide- 
lands exploration. 

In the early 30's, the war be- 
tween the majors and independ- 
ents became bitter and brutal. Led 
by “Big Ed,” the independents 
beat the so-called Sharkey bill, a 
regulatory measure that would 
have enabled the big operators to 
regulate and control the oil .in- 
dustry in the state, thus squeez- 

out the independents. Pauley 
thought it would be simpler to 
elect Democratic Legislature than 
to depend on state-wide referen- 
dums to beat adverse bills passed 
by the Republican-controlled Leg- 
islature. He got into politics, 
helped form a legislative com- 
mittee that in 1932 elected a 
Democratic Assembly. 


Accused of ‘Double Cross.’ 


Within a few years the majors 
tried to put over a pro-ration con- 
servation measure, this time 
called the Atkinson bill, To the 
intense anger of many independ- 
ents, Pauley supported this meas- 
ure, which also had the support 
ef Standard Oj] of California. 
They claimed a “double-crogs” and 
“switch.” Pauley denied this, = 

laining he believed the new 
oe so drawn as to protect the 
interests of the independents. 

Years later, however, at the Sen- 
ate hearings on Pauley’s nomina- 
tion for Under Secretary of the 


Gas Cc. acting as agent for Stand- 
ard of California, had secretly pur- 
chased the assets of Pauley’s Pet- 
ro! Corp. An independent oil man 
testified Pauley had told him he 
switched sides because his firm 
was in financial straits, and he 
could not hold out any longer. 

In any case, Pauley prospered 
anew after that turbulent episode 
in his life. He threw himself 
more actively into Democratic pol- 
ftics, In addition to his Petrol 
firm, he became president of the 
Fortuna Petroleum Corp, and the

In 1940 he did such an outstand- 
ing job in gathering campaign 
funds in 11 Western states that 
a grateful Ed Flynn named him a 
regional director of the party. 
About this time also he was ap- 
pointed special representative of 
the White House to act as liaison 
man with the British on the use 
of tankers, and worked out an oil 
tanker route plan that was effec- 


tive. 
Cleans Up Deficit, 
When President Roosevelt asked 


him to become secretary-treasurer 
of the Democratic party and elimi- 
nate its $750,000 deficit, Pauley 
did. By January 1944, the party 
was solvent for nearly the first 
time in its modern history, and it 
owed Pauley a deep debt of grati- 
tude. 
Pauley resigned as an official of 
the national committee to accept 
appointment as a member of the 
United States Reparations Com- 
mission to Moscow. Subsequently 
he undertook, on behalf of the 
White House, a reparations mis- 
sion to the Far East. 

Meantime Pauley did not lose 
sight of his own business interests 
in the rush of political and public 
service, Like many another Cali- 
fornia oil man, he feared the Fed- 
eral Government might suddenly 
assert title to the submerged lands 
of California, which would jeop- 
ardize his tidelands oil company. 
Once he was in bigtime politics, 
he took time out to discuss the 
tidelands case with President 
Roosevelt, Attorney-General Fran- 
cis Biddle, Secretary of the In- 
terior Harold L, Ickes, and key 
representatives. 

Pauley was fearful that Ickes 
would press a federal suit claiming 
Government ownership of the oil- 
rich tidelands. He favored the 
speedy passage of quit-claim legis- 
lation that would have forever re- 
nounced federal rights to the tide- 
lands. This legislation, it was 
shown by the Post-Dispatch and 
later proved at the committee 
hearings, was drafted by attorneys 
whose fees were paid in part by 


California oil firms. 

According to Ickes,. Pauley 
visited him. while still hational 
committee chairman and said he 
could raise $300,000 in campaign 
funds from oil men if they could 
be given assurance that the 
Government's tidelands test suit 
would not be filed. Pauley denied 
this vehemently. In any case the 
suit was filed, and the race was 
on between this court action and 
the quitclaim legislation that would 
have killed the court proceedings. 

Early last year President Tru- 
man nominated Pauley for Under 
Secretary of the Navy, setting off 
a sequence of events that e

The controversial bill was re- 
ported to the banking committee 
by Senator Cain (Rep.), Washing- 
ton. He claims backing of Sena- 
tors Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, Buck 
(Rep.), Delaware and McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin. 

It would extend rent controls 
until April 30, 1949, and retain the 
present system of enforcement by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 


tor and local boards. These points 
are not in dispute. 


But both criticized and upheld 
are these provisions: 

1, Allowing tenants and land- 
lords to sign leases running 
through next year with no limit 
upon. the rentals. Critics say 
this “no: limit” provision could 
be abused under-the nation-wide 
housing shortage. 

2. Allowing an “automatic” de. 
control in any city or area where | 
the Census Bureau found. that 
1 per cent or more of the ordi- | 
nary dwelling units are avail- | 
able either for sale or rent. This 
would bring decontrol in many 
cities and rent control areas. 

3. Allowing automatic rent in- 
creases of up to 15 per cent if 
property owners could show their 
operating costa had risen 30 per 
cent or more, If the cost’ in- 
crease ‘was under 30: per. cent, 
the rent boost would be half of 
that figure. 

4. Removal of all sontrols over 
use of materials for building 
theaters or other “amusement 
or recreational facilities.” These 
now are sub to permits from 
federal housing officials,in order 
to save materials for bullding 
homes. ' 

5. Remova] of controls from 
all dwelling units renting for 
| $150 a month or more. Some 
operators say this decontrol fig- 
ure should be at. least $225 
monthly. 

6, Removal of all controls from 
1,600,000 properties where ten- 
ants agreed to increases of up 
to 15 per cent tn order to obtain 
leases running through this year. 
The 15 per cent increase was 
allowed by the present act with 
automatic decontro] at the end - 
of the lease. 

Cain declined to make public 
copies of the subcommittee - rec- 
ommendations but other Senators 
said a rooming-boarding house de- 
control provision defined these as 
accommodations “without kitchen 
privileges.”

Capacity of Venice Piant. 


Work on the fourth section now | 
has started. When completed 
the Venice plant as a whole will 
have a generating capacity of 
400,000 kilowatts and will be one 
third larger than the company’s 
huge Cahokia plant. 

It was the unavoidable delay in 
completion of the third section, 
plus a prolonged drouth in the 
watershed above Bagnell Dam 
and a record demand for elec- 
tricity, that forced the company 
to start a power conservation pro- 
gram last fall, the company state- 
ment said. 

Last Tuesday, the situation was 
further aggravated by ice condi- 
tions above Keokuk dam, forcing 
the company to ask about 400 
major customers to reduce con- 
sumption in brief peak demand 
periods during the day, the state- 
ment said. Such conditions may 
recur occasionally until the 80,- 
000-kilowatt unit at Venice goes 
into full operation, it was stated. 

The Venice work accounted for 
more than half of last year’s con- 
struction expenditures. The rest 
was for rehabilitation work which 
increased capacity of existing 
plants by more than 35,000 kilo- 
watts, extension of rural lines to 
about 3000 tarm customers and 
other construction. 

Program for Next 5 Years. 


For the next five years, Union 
Electric has a $136,000,000 con- 
struction program. This will be 
divided between the Missouri cor-

The repercussions of these dissensions are 
already felt in the nation’s school rooms. 

If we are convinced that our public school 
system is worth preserving, we should per- 
suade the churches to withdraw voluntarily 
from the’ public school system. If they 
will not see reuson, public opinion must be 
mobilized to hasten this retreat. 

For the school system is the one broad 
area left in our country where religious 
intolerance could be overcome, It is the 
one place where the child is not yet pri- 
marily a Protestant, a Catholic, or a Jew, 
but an American among Americans. Our 
minimum obligation to children when they 
cross the threshold of a public school, is 
an integrated program that will bind 
them as comrades in a common life. 

Wherever the schools create a demo- 
cratic, spiritual atmosphere in which the 
sense of universal brotherhood can reign, 
they build the ethical foundations that 
all religions the world over have | com- 
mon and that are the very life of our 
American institutions. 

The ethical mission of Christianity to 
Lake us all members of one another is 
actually being more successfully .accom- 
plished by our public school system than 
by the sectarian religions. ‘‘American pub- 
lic education, emancipated from goactarian- 
says Rev. C. H. Moehiman of the 
Colgate Divinity School, “is indirectly the 
only universal teacher of religious: values 
in the United States.”’ 


None Should Be Excluded 

From Public Welfare Service. 

The wall between church and state must 
be kept high and impregnable. But no 
American child because of its faith should 
be excluded from the benefits of public wel- 
fare legislation. Education is a state func- 
tion in our country but it is not a state 
monopoly. 

Therefore, if parents chooge to send their 
children to parochjal schools, we cannot for 
that reason renounce our public responsibil- 
ity for their health and welfare. 

The state has no responsibility to support 
non-public schools. But in a democracy the 
state must extend its public welfare serv- 
ices to all children alike, regardless of race, 
color or creed. Surely no humane person 
would maintain that a hungry child should 
not receive a hot midday meal because he 
is a Catholic, Nobody should countenance, 
as has happened, that a school bus driver 
should pick up some youngsters and be 
obliged to leave parochial school pupils 
stranded in deep snoW. Likewise, if the 
local public health department is examining 
school children for tuberculosis, it would 
be monstrous and self-defeating to omit 
parochial school children from a preventive 
program, 

Finally, freedom of worship i¢ not free- 
dom from worship. Unless youth through 
the power cof discrimination learns to wor- 
ship the great, the good and the enduring— 
unless it learns, for example, to appreciate 
the social and spiritual expertness of a Lin- 
coln—it will worship movie stars, heroes of 
the comic strips and other superficial mani- 
festations of society. 

Organized religion can help in this 
struggle to retain quality and continuity of 


culture, if it becomes again what it once 


was, “a pillar of fire going before the 
human race in its great march through his- 
tory, and showing it the way.” But only 
by retaining its freedom from the state

Small Men 


We should like to ask Senator Taft some ques- 
tions about a matter of vital national impor- 
tance, namely, housing. Housing, next to infla- 
tion, is the country’s No. 1 problem. 

We single out Mr. Taft for three reasons: 
(1) he is the acknowledged Republican leader 
of the Senate in domestic affairs; (2) he is 
chairman of the party's policy committee; (3) he 
is co-author of a basic piece of housing legis- 
lation—the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill. 

As G.O.P. ledder, Mr. Taft is committed by 
the following plank in the G.O.P, 1944 platform: 

The stimulation of state and local plans to 

rovide Jow-cost housing properly financed 

the Federal Housing Administration or 
otherwise, when such housing cannot be sup- 
plied or financed by private sources. : 

As chairman of the policy committee, Mr. Taft 
has an influential, if not decisive, voice in speci- 
fying what bills shall be pressed for passage. 

Mr. Taft did assume responsibility in carrying 
out the G.O.P. platform plank when he helped 
write the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill. 

He did more, That bill is not concerned alone 
with public housing. ,It is designed to stimulate 
housing of all types, public and private. In fact, 
its emphasis is strongly and properly on pri- 
vate housing. The bill's goal is 15,000,000 new 
homes of all types to be built in a 10-year 
period. 

The country looked to the Taft-Ellender-Wag- 
ner bill with great hope. But what happened? 

It has been kicked around both Senate and 
House ever since Nov. 14, 1945, when Senator 
Taft became co-sponsor, 

In April 1946, the Senate Banking Committee 
approved the bill by unanimous vote, A little 
later, it was passed by thé Senate as a whole, 
but it died in the House without ever emerging 
from committee, 

In March’ 1947, with the Republicans in con- 
trol of the Eightieth Congress, the bill was re- 
introduced, and the following month it was 
again approved by the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee. This time, however, it got through only by 
a 7-to-6 margin. 

This means that the real estate lobby had 
been making itself felt. According to the Con- 
gressional Quarterly, which supplies a detailed 
record on legislation and voting: “Republicans 
on the House Banking Committee were able to 
keep the bill from coming to the floor, after 
Stewart (Charles T. Stewart, lobbyist for the 
National Association of Real Estate Boards), 
said: ‘We raised hell about it.’” This was in 1946. 

Apparently, the lobby raised hell in the Sen- 
ate, too, as witness that close 7-to-6 committee 
vote, and the fact that 10 months later the meas- 
“ure has not been brought to the floor. 

Since April 1947, a number of fa grapes 
investigations have been started, somé of which 
are for stalling purposes, but it takes no further 
investigation to determine how badly the coun- 
try needs new houses, 

Mr. Taft admittedly has been a very busy 
man since the Eightieth Congress convened. He 
had the ehormous task last year of dealing with 
labor legislation, cutminating in the passage of 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 

However, hasn't the time come when he 
should address himself to the housing bill which 
bears his name? 

Isn’t it time that he should expose the real 

estate lobby, the single most powerful opponent 
of the measure? Some months ago, Mr. Truman 
called for such an expose and Senator Taft said: 
“I wouldn't mind doing that myself.” But he 
hasn't done it. 
_ What the real estate ldbby. opposes in the bill 
principally is its encouragement of public hous- 
dng. Mr. Taft knows that a certain. amount of 
public housing is necessary. In testifying be- 
fore the Senate Banking ‘Comunittee - March, 
1947, he said:

The Senator, therefore, understands the hu- 
man importance of the subject, as well as its

When is he going to urge the Senate policy 
committee to list the bill—his bill—for early 
consideration? 

When is he going to devote his immense en- 
ergies to press the measure for passage? 

When is he going to induce the G.O.P. Con- 
gress to accept the duties and responsibilities 
of party leadership in the desperate matter of 
housing? 

St. Louis, confronted with an awful slum prob- 
lem, as well as a general housing shortage, 
would like to know the answers to. these ques- 
tions. We imagine the rest of the country feels 
the same way.

Just at the time of year when stickers won't 
stick, because it’s too cold, the city automobile 
license comes due every year.

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A Sprig of Hope 

This aging world probably will grind its way 
through the starry cosmos for a while longer 
before all of its people achieve sufficient ma- 
turity to respect an international bill of rights 
such as the one submitted to the United Na- 
tions Economic and Social Council by Mrs. 
Roosevelt. 

Yet it is heartening that the UN Council of 
Human Rights, over witich she presides, should 
have labored as.it did to formulate aspirations 
which every man carries in his heart even 
though he may refuse to write them ‘into his law 
books. Men who talk about rights are more 


likely to achieve them than those who resign 


themselves to silent bondage. 

Discussion of the proposed draft showed that 
the British and Americans most strongly fa- 
vored such legally enforceable rights as are em- 
bedded in the Magna Carta and the Constitu- 
tion. Russian emphasis runs to such social and 
economic propositions as the right to a job. 
The UN document therefore contains both en- 
forceable rights embraced in a covenant, and a 
declaration setting forth those to be sanctioned 
by ideals rather than laws. 

As President Roosevelt spelled it out, politi- 
cal rights do ‘not attain full significance with- 
out economic rights. So there is a basis for 
agreement. Some time, agreement actually may 
be achieved. 

Whereas the covenant of the League of Na- 


tions merely called for international co-opera- 
tion to prevent war, the Charter of the United 
Nations affirms it to be the purpose of the 
later organization to safeguard the dignity and 
honor of the human person. A forward stride 
has been made merely in the formulation of its 
purpose. 


Look Out for the Road Block 


Should Missoyri highways be built by the State 
Highway Commission according to overall plans 
based on traffic needs of the state as a whole? 
Or should our roads be laid out by cities and 
counties, under local apportionment of funds, 
subject to political pressure and individual in- 
fluence? 

It ought not be necessary to pose the alterna- 
tives. The answer is obvious. Yet there is a 
grave danger that Missouri may unwittingly turn 
its back on the State Highway Commission and 
go in for more than 100 local pork barrels. After 
passage by the State Senate and approval by the 
House Roads Committee, the Curry resolution 
to provide local administration awaits only pas- 
sage in the House to get on the November ballot. 

The Automobile Club of Missouri appears to 
favor the Curry resolution, notwithstanding the 
provision that the state gasoline tax be increased 
1% cents a gallon, In any case, it urges that 
the Curry resolution be put to the voters. But 
this same Automobile Club went up to Jefferson 
City and helped beat the Butler bill’s proposal 
for an increase of 2 cents a gallon to be used by 
the State Highway Commission, 

If the Automobile Club is against a bill to 
give the Highway Commission the fundg it so 
obviously needs, why does the club favor a vote 
on a constitutional amendment to increase the 
tax: almost as much for road funds to be doled 
out on a political basis? 

The answer could be that the automobile and 


trucking pressure groups do not want an increase . 


of any kind. It could be that they are using the 
Curry resolution to beat the Butler bill. That is 
mighty poor business. For it misses the all-im- 
portant fact that Missouri’s highways are fall- 
ing to pieces through age and unforeseen use, 
These roads must be rebuilt and enlarged in the 
near future. More integrated farm-to-market 
roads need to be built. 

In any case, if the Curry resolution is passed 
at Jefferson City now, it will have to be beaten 
by the voters of the state at the election. That 
will be only so much wasted effort with nothing 
gained. This resolution is a road block. It 
should be draped with red flags and hung with 
lanterns, 7 


Problem in Prophecy 

Hard is the way of the political prophet. Hav- 
ing risen from the ranks of the fact-minded re- 
porters to the eminence of the future-scanning 
commentators, his search for “the story behind 
the story” quickly turns into the revelation of 
the “story ahead of the story.” 

Most of the time, the game is safe enough, 
Readers forget the prophecies before it is time 
to check their validity. Of course, if the proph- 
ecy turns out to be correct, they are reminded 
of it. Otherwise—well, there is a big, brand- 
new limbo on the outskirts of Washington where 
the misses are shrouded in silence, forgetfulness 
and Potomac fog. ° 

But sometimes it is downright impossible to 
get a prognostication into this graveyard quickly 
enough. Thus Gen. Eisenhower’s recent an- 
nouncement that he does not want the Republl- 
can presidential nomination caught both the 
Reader’s Digest and Coronet with articles which 
virtually carried him through the inauguration 
ceremonies. Several similar magazine pieces 
were in the works at the time, and have caused 
no end of trouble for editors who go to press as 
much as six weeks before their publication date. 

It would not surprise us if these harried men 
formed a guild for no other purpose than to ob- 
tain legislation forbidding anything to happen 
without two months’ advance notice,

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Idea for H. T. and Uncle Joe 


Many an American read with regret the 
news that Stalin declined President Truman's 
invitation to come to the University of Missouri 
in the summer of 1946. The Russian leader was 
asked to make a statement to the people of this 
country much as Churchill did at Westminster 
College in Fulton, a few months earlier, The re- 
gret will be that the leader of the Russian 
people did not care to come to this country as 
a gesture of good will and international under- 
standing. 

This suggests an alternative. Would it not be 
in the interests of peace for President Truman 
and Premier Stalin to make exchange radio ad- 
dresses to each other’s country? Ag it is, the 
Russians hear and read only those parts of ad- 
dresses by Mr. Truman, Secretary Marshall and 
other Americans as suits the Kremlin. Even 
then, these presentations are always colored 
or discounted or both through the official Rus- 
sian press. 


| The news columns of American papers do 


not distort what Stalin says but Stalin has never 
made an address to the Americans setting forth 
his aims and hopes for Russia in the world. 
Were he to undertake such an address it would 
require him to think in terms of a statement of 
purposes. This might suggest to him why 
Americans look with alarm at Soviet tactics and 
practices. q

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Help for Corsiuiny’ s Free Editors 

The sending of CARE packages of food to 
German editors by members of the American 
Newspaper Guild is a good idea. The project, 
sponsored by two Boston reporters, Robert E. 
Glynn and William Tisdel, grew out of first- 
hand experience in the reorganization of the 
German press on a democratic basis. 

Mr. Glynn is still in Germany, with DENA, 
the co-operative German news service, now li- 
censed by the Information. Control Division of 
Gen. Clay’s Office of Military Government. Mr. 
Tisdel worked with Mr. Glynn in Munich at the 
outset of the occupation and knows the priva- 
tions and bardships of the German editors, 
themselves poorly fed, at work in bombed-out, 
unheated plants, with improvised printing 
equipment. *« 

The extent to which the American occupation 
has made headway in redirecting the thinking of 
the German people is due in large part to this 
new press, which now includes newspapers in all 
the leading cities of Western Germany. Revival 
of a non-Nazi press, along with the other aspects 
of the Information Control mission, in radio, 
book publishing and films, becomes the one 
continuously positive and constructive force in 
the occupation. It will be encouraged by the 
Newspaper Guild's dispatch of CARE packages.

The Man Who Was Made to Run

Gen. Eisenhower's effort to remove him- 
self from the presidential contest has often 
been compared with Gen. Sherman’s re- 
fusal to be a candidate, but Sherman was 
not the only man who tried to run away 
from a presidential nomination. There was 
also Gov, Horatio 
Seymour of New 
York, whose aversion 
to honors was not s0 
effective as that of ASm@ 

Gen, Sherman, 

Seymour not only ¢ 
made six public dee- 
larations that he 
would not be a can- 
didate, but when he 
tried to take himself 
out of the running at 
the Democratic con- 
vention of 1868 he 
was carried from the 
hall and confined in 
a Tammany = club- 
house so that he could not repudiate his 
nomination as the party’s candidate. 

Gen, Eisenhower has not had Seymour's 
opportunity to refuse a formal nomination. 
It is hardly conceivable, however, that the 
General could surpass Seymour’s record for 
political bashfulness. 

Seymour declined the nomination not 
only in three public statements before the 
convention, but also in three separate 
speeches in the convention hall. Further, 
he reached the heights of.political reluc- 
tance by offering in the midst of the cam- 
paign following his nomination to withdraw 
in favor of another candidate. 


“T am Not a Candidate” 


The extraordinary circumstances sur- 
rounding the Seymour nomination orig- 
inated in a complex of problems facing the 
Democratic party. It was the first presi- 
dential election after the Civil War, and 
the party was badly divided by disputes 
between North and South over responsibil- 
ity for the war and between East and West 
over the inflationary Greenback movement, 


At the samé time the Radical Republl- 
cans, having deserted and discredited Pres- 
ident Johnson, were uniting behind the war 
hero, Gen. Grant. Northern enthusiasm 
over the success of the Union, combined 
with Radical control of reconstructed states, 
put the Republicans in an extremely favor- 
able position. 


Seymour, as Governor of New York, with 
strong backing from Tammany and New 
York City interests, was the leader of the 
Eastern “sound money” Democrats and was 
repeatedly mentioned as a candidate dur- 
ing the fall and winter of 1867-8. “For per- 
sonal reasons,” however, he wrote the Onei- 
da Democratic Union on Nov. 11, 1867, that 
he was not and could not be a candidate. 
He repeated his sentiments in a public let- 
ter to a supporter on Jan, 22, 1868: 

“I assure you that I am not a candidate 
for the office of President. In my letter 
(of Nov. 11) I said what I meant; and [ 
am annoyed to find it looked upon by some 
as a strategic movement. I am very much 
gratified that my friends are willing to 
support me for the office of President— 
as much pleased as if I wished that office.” 

Seymour did not disclose his reasons for 
refusing, but it was supposed that poor 
health prevented his acceptance. The Re- 
publicans seized upon the announcement

to conjecture that there was hereditary in- 
sanity in Seymour’s family, or that he had 
engaged in traitorous activities during the 
war which would be disclosed in a presi- 
dential campaign. : 

Meanwhile, as further proof of his un- 
willingness, Seymour threw his support, 
first in letters and later in a speech, to 
Chief Justice Salmon P. Chase. The New 
York delegation continued to urge Seymour 
to run until two days before the conven- 
tion, when, following one more public re- 
fusal, it was decided to replace him with 
another favorite son, Sanford EB. Church. 


No, Again and Again 


The principal candidates at the conven- 


tion were George H. Pendleton of Ohio,’ 


leader of the inflationists; Gen. Winfield 
S. Hancock 6f Pennsylyania and Senator 
Thomas A. Hendricks of Indiana. The 
strategy of Seymour and the Easterners 
was to defeat Pendleton by supporting 
Hendricks, a conservative Westerner, and 
then to throw their support to Chase in a 
deadlock, 


Still determined not to be a candidate, 
Seymour accepted the permanent chair- 
manship. On the fourth ballot North Caro- 
lina cast: her nine votes for Seymour, a 
move which the Tammany-packed galleries 
cheered loudly. Seymour stepped forward 
and declared again that he was not a can- 
didate and could not with honor accept a 
ncoinination if offered. 

Tue Eastern strategy worked well; Pen- 
dieton was headed off, and the convention 
remained deadlocked wtih Hendricks in the 
lead until the twénty-second ballot. 


At this point Clement L. Vallandingham, 
the Copperhead, persuaded the Ohio delega- 
tion to switch to Chase. He then asked the 
New York managers to start the move to 
Chase, The New Yorkers, however, were 
afraid to switch while Hendricks was still 
gaining votes. 


So Seymour Was Kidnapped 


Vallandingham changed his tactics. He 
asked Seymour to leave the platform so that 
his name could be presented. Seymour re- 
fused. Vallandingham then announced to 
the convention that Ohio’s 22 votes were 
cast for Seymour, and the convention was 
thrown into an uproar, 

Seymour announced that his name could 
not be used, and left the platform, A mem- 
ber of the New York delegation rose to 
speak in favor of Seymour. Seymour re- 
turned to the platform to try to nominate 
Chase, but was surrounded, bustled out a 
rear door, and driven to the Manhattan 
Club, 

Following Seymour's exit the state dele- 
gations, led by Wisconsin, stampeded for 
the New Yorker, who was nominated unan- 
imously. Gen, Francis P. Blair Jr., a for- 
mer Republican, was nominated for Vice 
President. 

In the subsequent campaign the Demo- 
cratic ticket fared badly. In October nine 
state elections went against the Democrats, 
and many party newspapers became pan- 
icky, suggesting new candidates. 

Both Seymour and Blair offered to step 
down, but the National Committee decided 
that a switch would be disastrous, Sey- 
mour and Blair were defeated, receiving 
80 electoral votes to the Republicans’ 214, 
and Gen. Grant became President. | 


Billions for Bonuses 
From the Pittsburgh Press 


Kermit Bateman, demobilized Eighth Air 
Force corporal, has sailed for England be- 
cause he can’t find living quarters in this 
country for his wife and two children. 

The situation here isn’t really that des- 
perate. Bad as things are, the Batemans 
still could find better housing, better food, 
better clothing in rural America than on 
the English farm on which English-born 
Mrs, Bateman has found a job for him. 

But the fact that any veteran could give 
that straight-faced excuse for moving 
abroad should shame us. We have found 
billions to pay driblet bonuses to the boys, 


which will help them at most for a few 
weeks, 

Those same billions, wisely used, would 
have provided the housing Mr, Bateman 
says he couldn’t find.

Of ‘more immediate interes 
Anderson has discovered a variety 
of corn, first grown in the Amer- 
ican Southwest about 300 A.D., 
which, he says, “makes the best 
corn bread you ever ate.” This 
corn was largely supplanted by 
another variety about 500 A.D., he 
reported, but the Papago Indians 
in the desert continued to grow it. 

, Experiment Successful. 

He obtained some kernels and 
planted them at Shaw's Garden's 
experimental station at Gray 
Summit, The experiment was so 
successful that the Garden is con- 
sidering placing the corn on the 
market, He keeps in his office 
bags of meal made from the corn 
to give to occasional visitors who 
find their way to the room 
through the oluttered Victorian 
annex to Henry Shaw's old city 
house at the southern end of the 
Garden. 


The study of the history of corn 
ls something of a side-line to 
Anderson, a by-product of his 
fundamental research on the me- 
chanics of the process of evo- 
lution. Thus far, his most import- 
ant contribution to scientific 
knowledge has been a theory to 
account for much of the variation 
between plants of the same species 
in such matters as color, shape, 
or size. _ 

The standard explanation for 
the fact that there are several col- 
ors of narcissi, for example, is that 
changes occurred, for unexplained 
reasons, within the genes, the in- 
visible bodies in all living things 
which are believed to determine 
hereditary characteristics, 

Anderson, while not actively dis- 

puting that theory, has added an- 
other explanation, a process he 
calls “introgressive hybridization.” 
He found that it was possible to 
obtain a Poet's narcissus identical 
with an existing variety in every- 
thing except color by a process of 
hybridization — crossing a Poet's 
narcissus with a daffodil, and then 
breeding the mongrel narcissi back 
to the original parent through sev- 
eral generations. 
“If a Poet’s narcigsus and a daf- 
fodil are crossed,” he explained, 
“the offspring are one-half mon- 
grels, having the characteristics of 
both parents. If one of the off- 
spring is then crogped to the orig- 
ina] narcissus, the new offspring 
are three-fourths mongrels, having 
more narcissus than daffodil char- 
acteristics. Repetition of that 
roceas can lead to development of 
a variety of Poet’s narcissus which 
retains the daffodil color but 
otherwise is apparently pure nar- 
clasus.” 


Same Results With Fish, 

He thinks much of the natural 
variation in a species results from 
this process, lentists at one 
time were so skeptical of the 
theory that he was accused in an- 
other of his treasured letters of 
“seeing hybrids under every bush.” 
Now the idea is becoming more 
eomemoe | accepted, Zoologists have 
achieved the same result with fish, 
and other. scientists have agreed 
that the hybridization process he 


described is of major importance 
in evolution. A weighing of its 


importance, as opposed to the 
theory of changes in the genes, 
must await, for one thing, results 
of Anderson’s current investiga- 
tions into corn. 

nderson was born at Forest- 
ville, N.Y., Nov. 9, 1897, but grew 
up at East Lansing, Mich., where 
his father was professor of dairy 
science at Michigan State College. 
Hig mother was an expert pianist, 
and Anderson acquired a love for 
music which he now expresses 
chiefly by playing the recorder, a 
seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
tury flute which was revived re- 
cently. 

At East Lansing Anderson be- 
came a naturalist because there 
was nothing else to do. 

“Life in the town revolved 
around the college,” he recalled, 
“and the town boys used to play 
the same games as the college stu- 
dents. We never even played mar- 
bles. When the college closed up 
for the summer, there was nothing 
to do. I escaped boredom by 
studying nature.” 


He received a B.S, degree from 
Michigan State in 1918, and moved 
to Harvard, receiving an M.S. de- 
gree in 1920 and an &Sc.D. degree 
in 1922. The latter, now exclusive- 
ly honorary, was a kind of top-hat 
degree which Harvard gave to a 
few graduate students who did 
more work than was required for 
a Ph.D. Harvard abandoned the 
idea after Anderson got his Sc.D., 
with the result that he now spends 
much of his time explaining what 
it means. 

Winter Greenery for Boston. 

From 1922 to 1930, he was a 
geneticist at Shaw's Garden and 
an assigtant professor of botany 
at Washington University, becom- 
ing an associate professor in 1930. 
He returned to Harvard in 1931 
as arborist at the university’s Ar- 
nold Arboretum, and began work- 
ing on the problem of finding win- 
ter greenery for Boston gardens. 

The late Charles 8. Sargent, pro- 
fessor of botany at Harvard, had 
achieved considerable success with 
transplants of western firs by 
picking them from areas in which 
the climate most nearly resembled 
that of Boston. 

Anderson, looking for such 
things as holly and ivy which 
would grow in the northern Unit- 
ed States, applied Sargent’s meth- 
od. He ignored the holly and ivy 
of the southern United States, be- 
cause of the differences in climate, 
and studied the map of Europe. 

The climate of the Balkans, he 
discovered, was much like that of 
Boston, and of the Midwest as 
well. Like the United States 
Great Plains, he said, the Russian 
steppe region is “a bowl of cold, 
dry air which slops over all 
winter long.” Andérson went to 
the Balkans in 1934, acquiring 
holly, ivy, yew and box—and a 
medal, the Order of the Jugo- 
slavian Crown. 


! 

The plants were grown experi- 
mentally at Arnold Arboretum and 
Gray Summit. The ivy turned out 
to be a huge success; much 
hardier in the St, Louis area than 
any other variety which had been 
available. It is so hardy in this 
climate, in fact, that he is afraid 
that south of here, “it will escape 


and start running all over the 
road in 100 years.” 


In two years, he 
Shaw's Garden will have avail- 
able about a dozen new hardy 
varieties of box. Balkan yew trees 
at Gray Summit have proved 
hardy, and the holly looks as 
though it will be a success, He's 
still puzzled by the. medal, It’s 
one which ia usually reserved for 
diplomats, he explains, not for 
scientists... 

Returns to St. Louis. 


He returned to St. Louls in 
1935 and resumed his studies in 
genetics. Much of his research on 
hybridization was done with frises 
and spider worts, not because he 
was especially interested in those 
plants but because they happened 
to be convenient ones to study. 

In 1987, Anderson decided that 
corn could answer a lot of his 
questions about hybridization. Aft- 
er two years’ work, he said, he 
discovered he “had a bear by the 
tail.” Existing classifications of 
the varieties of corn were 50 years

‘Corn is important,’ they said, 
‘we need to know things about it, 
this is a billion dollar industry, 
built on basic research which we 
must encourage.’ ” 


Anderson has been receiving a 
lot of help since then from such 
companies as Pioneer, DeKalb and 
Funk, trading information with 
them, From the companies, he has 
received a lot of valuable advice 
and data about corn. He isn’t very 
sure, however, how valuable the

Experiments on Farm. 

“The most useful advice I’ve giv- 
en them so far,” he said, “wag on 
an occasion when one of the com- 
panies asked me how to grow corn 
that could be harvested easily by 
a mechanical picker. I told the

Through the co-operation of one 
of the companies, he has been 
given space at a 100-acre ri- 
mental farm north of Des Moines, 
Ia., where he goes about six times 
a@ year to continue hig basic re 
search, The breeders thers, con- 
cerned only with the immediaté 
problem of development of better 
varieties of corn for icultural 
purposes, still regard him with « 
certain amount of amusement. 
“When I show up, it’s like having 
a tropical butterfly appear in a 
country kitchen on a.cold morn- 
ing,” he said. 

Anderson is married. His wife, 
also a botanist, occasionally helps 
him with research projects and 
frequently joing him and friends 
in recorder quartets. They have 
one child, a girl, Phoebe, who is 
a senior at Southwest High School. 
Appropriately, the Andersons live 
on Flora place, at 4059, 

Botanists are divided into two 
parts, he says, those whose botany 
“slops over into their private 
lives” and hence have gardens, and 
those who don't. The Andersons 
belong to the first group, Their 
most prized plant is a Rosa alba, 
the European white rose which 
the French troubadors used to sing 
about.

His principal avocations are 
country noe ong | and skiing.

And so with books on 
Russia today. What should be 
easily discernible or determina- 
ble facts are presented by differ- 
ent authors in completely con- 
tradictory form, and what's the 
average reader to believe? 


This is an interesting and even 
an informative book as far as it 
goes. Written by an eminent 
Soviet geographer and historian, 
it speaks with the language of 
authority. He knows the men 
who made Russia from its earli- 
est days to the present. He 
knows the face of Russia, her 
mountains and rivers; and the 
culture which has accumulated in 
her museums, theaters ari pal- 
aces. And he is an enthusiastic 
believer in Stalinist Russia. In 
each city he describes he care- 
fully notes the progress since the 
1917 Revolution.

DEFEAT. IN THE. WEST. 
By Milton Shulman 


{E. P. Dutton and Co., N. Y. $460)’ 
HILE more is claimed for 
this book than can be fair- 
ly accorded it, still it is 

plenty good enough to be one of 
the dozen most valuable books 
on World War II in an already 
large literature. Here is a de- 
tailed story not of Allied triumph 
but of Nazi defeat—the retreat 
of the Wehrmacht from Nor- 
mandy across France and Bel- 
gium and its collapse on home 
soil. It is told from the German 
side of the line. 

The author is well-equipped 
for his undertaking. A Major 
with the First Canadian Army, 
he was an intelligence officer on 
the German Order of Battle, in 
which capacity he saw many cap- 
tured German campaign plans 
and orders, almost as s0on as 
they fell into Allied hands. After 
hostilities, he was assigned to 
interview von Rundstedt and 24 
other Nazi military leaders. 
These documents and interviews, 
together with Nazi diaries, letters 
from the front and propaganda 
appeals to the fighting men, are 
the basis of the young Canadian's 
chronicle. 


Preparatory to an account of 
the invasion and subsequent mill- 
tary operations, Maj. Shulman 
gives short reports on Nazi dis- 
cipline and ignorance under Hit- 
ler, the dispptes between the 
Fuehrer and the German General 
Staff and the big Nazi mistakes. 
These mistakes he appraises as 
follows: ‘“‘greatest mistake,” in- 
vasion of Russia; “most decisive

- ‘Bl Alamein, The writer says that 


Hitler was utterly unimpressed 
by the war potential of the 
United States and agreed with 
Goering that “Americans can't 
build planes, only electric ice 
boxes and razor blades.’ As for 
the Nazi commanders, the former 
corporal treated them like 
children and did not hesitate to 
send them precise tactical orders 
from Berlin. 


The Ml PACD the German 
military men eager to talk 
about their defeats, and while 
each sought to put himself in the 
best light, the full set of inter- 
views provided cross-checking. 
Most of them realized that it 
would be a long, long time before 
German historians would be 
writing up the smashing of the 
Wehrmacht and that it would be 
better to get their versions re- 
corded by the Allied war his- 
torians rather than by no one. 

Maj. Shulman finished his 
study of the Nazi break up con- 
vinced of “the folly of war as an 
instrument for the settlement of 
national disputes.” He says that 
if the “fervent worshippers of 
Mars in the German Wehrmacht” 
representing as they did the ‘‘dis- 
ciplined, military mind carried to 
its logical, uncurbed end,’’ could 
not use war to win their end, it 
is vital to be on the alert against 
other “narrow and pompous 
men” who today are “‘advocating 
fhe \use of force to resolve all 
social and political problems.” 

Any who doubt what defeat in 
the twentieth century means 
should see, as Maj. Shulman 


involve loss of more than money. Lost, too, is precious 


time; perhaps competitive position. Advertising based on 
carefully gathered, well interpreted facts seldom fails, 
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veommiasaiail “the rubble of Ger- 
man cities and the plight of the 
German people.” This object 
lesson would be the more im- 
pressive if “it could be appreci- 
ated that the pain and destruc- 
tion suffered by the Third Reich 
in World War II is but a frac- 
tion of the pain and destruction 
which awaits those who win and 
those who lose a third World 
War.”’ 

British Maj. Gen. Sir Ian 
Jacob, who writes a brief but 
thoughtful introduction, urges 
that the truth about the over- 
whelming defeat of the Nazi war 
machine “not be allowecr to dis- 
appear’ from the German mind, 
The outstanding lesson, he saya, 
is that Germany “‘must remain 
disarmed and demilitarized, in- 
capable of selling her power to 
the highest bidder.”” Noting the 
rapid growth of sympathy for the 
German people in their suffer- 
ings, Gen. Jacob says that it 
should not be allowed to grow 
so great that we will permit an- 
other war machine to develop. 

For, he warns, “another time 
there might not be a Hitler to 
misdirect its strategy and the 
General Staff might eradicate its 
weaknesses. The really formi- 
dable power of a nation of sol- 
diers would then be fully devel- 
oped with fatal results to 
civilization.”

R. ARNHEIM, writing 
[) “serenotosica notes on the 

poetical process,” points out 
the possibilities in the Lockwood 
collection -for  graphologists, 
psychoanalysts and the psychol- 
ogists interested in projective 
techniques in the study of the in- 
fluence of personality factors on 
man’s coping with his environ- 
ment. As if'to fllustrate the use- 
fulness of the materials to the 
psychologist, he spends his last 
30 pages discussing the psychol- 
ogy of creation as manifested by 
some of the manuscripts he has 
examined. 

The final contribution in the 
volume is really no essay at al 
but a series of pensees by an 
alert poetic mind. Auden, often 
with his tongue in his cheek, 
discusses the poet as father to 
the poem, the fallacy of Aris- 
totelian catharsis in poetry, the 
essential loneliness of the poet, 
and society’s lack of ae to 
accept poets. 

Altogether the essays are re- 
freshing reading, especially as 
indications of what the Univer- 
sity of Buffalo collection can of- 
fer in the future. True, this ap- 
proach to literature js open to 
the same excesses that -finally 
overtook the biographical, the 
sociological, or’ the psychological 
approach. Shapiro's essay, more 
than any other, shows how easily 
one can turn a supposedly objec- 
tive examination of materials to 
personal ends. Yet, remembering 
that most writers are not to be 
trusted when writing about their 
creating, and that pedantic schoi- 
ars cannot be’ entrusted with the 
task alone, we may, accept. some

lendable funds continue to drop, 
these institutions may have to of- 
fer higher interest to investors, 
and charge higher interest on 
loans. 

That doesn’t mean that interest 
rates are likely to go up to 6 or 8 
per cent, but even an increase to 5 
or 5% per cent could make a big 
difference in the ultimate cost of 
your new home. 

On G.I. loans, of course, the in- 
terest rate is fixed by law at 4 per 
cent. This won’t prevent lenders 
from asking a larger down pay- 
ment, nor will it prevent them 
from insisting on a more conserva- 
tive appraisal. 

Editor’s Note: Since this was 
written, interest rates already 
have been advanced, and few, if 
any, institutions now are lend- 
ing anything at 4 per cent. 

Just what is the outlook for 
building costs? 

Long-range predictions, of course, 
are risky. But on the basis of 
the best available information, not 
considering the possibility of a 
sudden, general business collapse, 
this seems to be the picture: 

In 1939, you could build a six- 
room frame house for about $6000, 
not including the price of the lot. 
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Today, that same house would 
cost you $13,250. 

By 1951, three years hence, the 
cost will level off at about $11,500, 
a saving of 13 per cent. 

In 1955, if the much predicted 
depression hits its low point that 
year, the cost will drop to $9000. 
a “distress level” that will con- 
tinue only briefly before building 
costs start up again. 

These estimates of future values 
were obtained by projecting the 
150-year record of real estate 
trends in this country. But a look 
at the various items that make up 
the cost of a home bears them out. 

Some Offset Factors. 

First, materials. On an over- 
all average, materials that cost 92 
cents before the war now cost 
$2.89. The 12-foot 2x4s your con- 
tractor bought for $38 a thousand 
in 1939 cost $99.75 today. The

The 
plumber’s wage has gone from $1 
to $2.20, the painter’s from $1 to 
$1.96. Common laborers who col- 
lected §0 cents an hour in 1939 
now draw $1.17

Gardeners and other bird lovers /| acre 
should take particular -pains to 
feed the birds in late winter and 
early spring, when seeds, fruits, 
and other natural foods become 
scarce, according to Dr. G. H. 
Klinkerfuss, president of the Au- 
dubon Society of Missouri. Regu- 
larity in supplying feed is impor- 
tant, too, and extra quantities 
should be provided during cold 
spells, or whenever the ground is 
blanketed with sleet or snow. 

Dr. Klinkerfuss has had plenty 
of first-hand experience at feeding 
birds. For the past 10 years he 
has served feeding stations on the

LTHOUGH T had read a lot about the terrible con- 
ditions at the Training Sehool for Boys at Boonville, 
Mo., my first glimpse of the place niade it hard to 


believe.

Monotonous Diet. 


They had been getting meat 
once a week. Ice cream or any 
Kind of dessert was unknown. It 
was beans, macaroni, spaghetti 
and bread. 

There was no classification 
system for new arrivals. They 
were sent to a company accord- 
ing to’ size, with no regard for 
how many crimes they had com- 
mitted, their mental or physical 
state, or their emotional outlook.

They merely filled out a form 
giving a short history of the boy, 
and filed it away. GAS 

When Sharp looked at me,and 
said, “Well, here it is,” I Said, 
“Well I don’t see how any move 
can be a bad move. Anything I 
do is almost bound to be con- 
structive.” I told him that with 
time and something to work 
with I thought I could get some 
kind of a job done, 

I knew that the first thing I 
had to do was change the atti- 
tude of the boys and of the staff. 
Not to mention the townspeople 
of Boonville who had grown an- 
tagonistic, for which I couldn’t 
blame them. The first job was 
to pes Bo You can’t re-educate 
or tate boys while they're 
living in filth. You have to pro- 
vide more surroundings. 

They didn’t even have brooms 
and mops to clean up _ with. 
There had been no attempt at 
management, no systematic plan 
of any kind, even for such fun- 
damental things as keeping the 
place clean. It was just a case 
of there they were, and there 
the boys were, and follow the 
path of least resistance. 

I first went to the cottage mas- 
ters (the guards in charge of 
each cottage) and issued orders 
that the entire buildings, from 
the top to the basement, were 
to be cleaned completely every 
night. I told them it would be 
the duty of the man in charge 
to wee that it was done. They 
didn't like it any too well, na- 
turally. They were political ap- 
pointees. It had mever occurred 
to them they would have to-do 
any work, And now it looked 
like they might have to. 


Tough Older Boys. 


Nearly all of them had ap- 
pointed one or more of the older 
boys to run their cottages and 
relieve them of any trouble. The 
older boys, who were called lieu- 
tenants, were always the biggest 
and toughest. They beat up on 
the younger boys to keep them 
in line. In return they got spe- 
cial privileges from the guard., 

The guards and the bullies 
connived in other ways too. 

When a boy would get a pack- 


As a result of this system all 
sorts of things were smuggled 
in and out of the grounds, There 
wasn’t a lot of whisky, but a 
favorite among the boys were 
benzadrine inhalers. They would 
take the benzadrine gum out of 
them and chew it and get on 
quite a jag. 

After we had cleaned up the 
barracks, I started getting new 
material we needed -—- two 
changes of clothing for each boy 
——some of them had worked out 
in the snow without socks—and 
sheets and bed covers. I saw to 
it the beds were changed twice 
a week. I got towels to go 
around and gave orders that 
each boy was to bathe twice a 
week. I got each of them a 
toothbrush and tooth powder and 
acomb., They were so proud of 
the toothbrushes and combs that 
most of them earried them 


, 


around in the breast pockets of 
their coveralls, like they were a 
pen and pencil set. 

We butchered some of our 
own hogs and beef and I gave 
orders the boys were to have 
meat at least once a day, ex- 
cept on meatless Tuesday. We 
put full pitchers of milk on 
every table and kept them full. 
The boys had been getting lit- 
tle or no milk, although we had a 
herd of 100 cows, some of which 
had taken prizes as milk pro- 
ducers. The previous adminis- 
tration had been selling most 
of the milk. Also the several 
hundreds acres which should 
have been cultivated on the 611 
acres in the reservation had been 
allowed to grow up in weeds. 
Once terraced, it was filled with 
gullies, Instead of growing food 
for the cattle, they were buying 
it—-this wasn’t the fault of those 
in charge of the dairy who are 
very capable people--and the cat- 
tle feed ate up a large part of 
the appropriation for the opera- 
tion of the school. In short, 
they were raising fine cattle at 
the expense of the boys. 


We sold what milk wasn’t con- 
sumed, and with the proceeds we 
bought ice cream. Under the im- 
proved diet the boys began to 
put on weight and sickness de- 
creased to virtually nothing. One 

’ ed 20 pounds. As their 
health improved their attitude 
improved. 

We introduced a system of in- 
dividualized study like they use 
in. the federal prison service. 
Boys were first admitted to the 
hospital where they were given a 
complete examination. Blood 
samples were sent to the Public 
Health Service for analysis, and 
the boys were kept in the hos- 
pital until we got the result. 
While in the hospital a super- 
visor talked to them, got thelr 
family background. We worked 
out a 200-question questionnaire 
which we sent to the parents 
to fill out, so we could get, a 
better understanding of the boy 
and -what made him tick, It 
started with his birth, went 
through his school days, his lack 
of adjustment, his problems, his 
mental: attitude. We explained 
the rules and the reasons behind 
them. We had a Protestant and 
a Catholic chaplain and every 
boy had to go to church. 


The Scientific Way. 


I enlisted the aid of Dr. E. C. 
Chiasson, a psychiatrist from 
the staff of Missouri University, 
and Joseph Edmondson, a psy- 
chologist, also from the univer- 
sity, and they came up every 
Wednesday morning. We screened 
every new arrival for his mental 
ability, his aptitude and so forth, 
to arrive at an evaluation, In 
other words, I was trying to go 
at it in a scientific way. Unless 
you find out a boy’s mental 
status, his problems and his atti- 
tude, you can’t plan a construc- 
tive program for him. Not only 
were we doing this for the new 
arrivals, but we were trying to 
go back and do the same for 
the 300 or more boys who should 
have had the same thing when 
they came in. 

We soon became aware there 
were at least 20 mental cases in 
the institution. I was concerned 
about them-—two of them later 
turned out to be killers--so I 
sent reports to Director Sharp, 
asking him to try to arrange to 
have them transferred to the 
mental hospital at Fulton, at 
least for a period of observation. 
In the meantime, I gathered

these boys into a special unit 
and kept them under observa- 
tion night and day. When I had 
isolated them, most of the 
trouble over the entire place 
ceased, 

Soon after I arrived runaways 
began to fall off. And most of 
those could have been avoided if 
the officers had been on their 
toes, After a couple of months 
I had gathered sufficient proof 
that | was right in my suspicion 
the officers were encouraging 
the boys to run away. They 
were working against me. 


I had, at the very first, of 
course, issued orders there was 
to be no more brutality. The 
hoys were to be brought before 
me and given a fair hearing. 
But I found that most of the 
guards were paying no atten- 
tion to my orders. 


I saw black eyes, battered 
faces, broken noses aMong the 
boys. But they were afraid to 
talk to me. They believed what 
the guards said—if they told, 
they would get the same thing 
again. The usual corrective 
procedtire among the guards 
was to knock a boy down with 
their fists; then kick him in 
the groin. 


A Sadistic Bunch. 


As fast as I could get conclu- 
sive evidence on a guard, | let 
him go. Even now, there are 
about five officers there who are 
continuing their brutal  treat- 
ment, but I didn’t get enough 
evidence to dismiss them. One 
officer—slated to be discharged 
~—beat four boys last month. 
He knocked one of them down 
and kicked him. 

My only regret is that I didn’t 
get to clean out all that old sa- 
distic bunch, Two of them would 
hold a boy’s arm outstretched 
while the third battered his face 
in, Or they would hold his face 
between their knees, while an- 
other knocked his teeth out. 
They always wore gloves so they 
wouldn’t skin their knuckles. 
They would turn in a report that 
they had given a boy five lashes 
for a misdemeanor, I would dis- 
cover later they had given him 
108, 

When I went there I carried 
out and burned a bushel basket 
of pieces of rubber hose, clubs 
and big leather straps.. After 
that, they just used their fists. 
When I say sadistic, I’m not us- 
ing the word in the hackneyed 
sense, Many of those men were 
sadists. 

Brutality has no part in a 
program for trying to help 
those boys. Of course you ‘can 
have rigid discipline and a 
military-like system by being 
brutal enough, but you are 
just defeating the purpose of 
the school. The boys will leave 
with nothing but a hatred for 
discipline, which means hatred 
for law and order, 

The boys are not sent there 
FOR punishment, but AS pun-

Being away from 
home, family and friends, to- 
gether with confinement, is 
punishment enough. I doubt 
if anyone who is g this 
would agree to live in the best 
room in the best hotel in St. 
Louis for five years, if paid 
$50 a day for doing it, Every- 
body wants freedom. 

My idea of discipline ia to give 
them as many privileges as I can 
without pampering them - - mov- 
jes, library, radio, playground. - 
and, if they misbehave punish 
them by taking away all or part 
of the privileges. 


Lost Privileges. 


I devised a unit of single 
rooms, called the hold, in which 
to put boys who had lost their 
privileges. It was the only place 
of detention I had. While they 
were there I would talk to them 
and the chaplains would talk to 
them, trying to bring them 
around to a better point of view. 
After a few days of confinement, 
they would beg me to beat them 
and send them back to their 
company. Instead I tried to im- 
press upon them that everyone 
pays for his mistakes. T would 
try to arouse self respect in them 
and confidence in me. 

When I went to Boonville there 
were 30 vacancies on the staff. 
I hired a plumber to try to fix 
up the fixtures, a farm manager 
to start making the wasted land 
produce something and two help- 
ers for the lone cook who was 
working 16 hours a day. 

To try to gain the confidence 
of the boys, I devised a printed 
form which was a request for an 
interview. If they had a per- 
sonal or family problem, they 
could send in one of the forms 
and I would talk to them. Too 
often, I found out later, the 
guards would merely tear the 
forms up. But after a few 
months, the boys seemed to re- 
alize I was trying to help them. 
IT tried to encourage them to 
make time serve them, not just 
serve time. Heretofore it had 
been the system to assign a new 
boy to any kind of work where 
they were short of help. We 
tested a boy’s aptitudes, talked 


to him about his interests, and . 


tried to give him work to which 
he was suited. If a boy was 
under 16 and hadn’t finished the 
eighth grade, he was required to 
go to school. If he had finished 
the eighth grade, we tried to talk 
him into going on—our school 
covers the first 10 grades. 

If he didn’t want to go to 
achool, we tried to give him work 
which would prepare him for his 


release. If a boy was from the 
city, we assigned him to the 
tailor shop, the shoe shop, print 
shop, laundry, electric shop, car- 
penter shop or garage. Officers 
in charge were instructed to act 
as. instructors, teach the boy 
everything possible about the 
work, Boys interested in farm- 
ing or dairy farming were sent 
to the dairy farm where they 
learned how to operate a mod- 
ern scientific dairy farm —the 
only modern, scientific thing at 
the school, 

Among other things that ham- 
pered usa Waa lack of an ade 
quate parole system, There are 
about 80 boys there now eligible 
for parole. But to send them 
back to the environment they 


came from would be to send * 


them back to further crime. So 
they are kept here. That’s one 
reason I have advocated the in- 
determinate sentence. If the 
school were properly managed, 
there are many cases where a 
boy would be better off, and hap- 
pier, to remain there than to go 
home. Broken homes are behind 
nine-tenths of the cases there. 
With as complicated a piece of 
machinery as a boy, it’s expect- 
ing too much to expect him to be 
normal without two parents su- 
pervising the job. 


Parole Board Too Busy. 


But the parole board was so 
busy with adult offenders they 
refused: to take time out for ju- 
veniles. In my opinion, the ju- 
veniles are more important than 
the adults. It’s the last oppor- 
tunity we have to straighten out 
these boys. We have to do what 
home, church and school failed 
tg do. No matter how much you 
spend on a good training school, 
it won’t be wasted. Yet, they 
don’t want to give the, funds to 
do it. 

Well, when a youngster 
works hard toe hecome avall- 
able for parole and finds he 
can't go home, what happens? 
He becomes discouraged, then 
resentful, then he becomes a 
behavior problem, 


What I would like to see 
formed is a civic organization of 
some kind, statewide, which 
would have groups in every city 
and town—groups composed of 
people who have a sincere in- 
terest in the welfare of these 
boys. 

They would make it their job 
to receive the boy when he is 
paroled. They would do what 
they could to straighten out his 
home life, arrange for him to go 
back to school, if he wants to go 


a 


portant, they would make him 
feel that someone Was pulling 
for him, 


As things are now, he is made 
to feel like an outcast by the 
people of his home town and as 
far as the environment which 
made him go wrong is con- 
cerned, if it.made him go wrong 
once, there is no reason to hope 
it wouldn't do the same thing 
again, 


There is a large group of 
colored boys from St. Louis in 
the school right now who are 
ready to go home—if there was 
anything for them to go to. 


Before you can change a boy 
you have to give him back his 
self-respect. To do this you 
must provide clean surround. 
ings, good food, proper clothes, 
Personal cleanliness and recre- 
ation which teaches him how 
to get along with his fellow 
man. 

When T came to the institu- 
tion, they had no recreation pro- 
gram at all. They devised their 
own recreation, which led to 
anything but what is clean and 
wholesome. It wasn’t until Jan- 


‘uary first that I could find a 


recreational director. He imme- 
diately organized a program 
which would include every boy 


- the place, and did they go for 


Gym Not Used. 


There was a fine gym there, 
but it was never used. Dirty 
and no equipment. I found band 
instruments that hadn’t been 
used for years. Just rusting 
away. 

Although the salaries at the 
school are miserable, I felt that 
somewhere I should be able to 
find higher type men who would 
come to work. I went to the 
Veterans Employment Service 
and gave them a list of vacan- 
cies. I thought perhaps there 
would be partially disabled vets 
who could fill many of the joba, 
It so happened that I began to 
get a better class of applicants, 
And when they came to work 
you could see the results. I was 
able to get key men like plumb- 


ers and engineers because, even | 


though the pay was low, the job 
was under the merit system, and 
it seemed to offer security. But 
now even that has been undone, 
If they feel they can be fired at 
will, it will play the devil with 
the morale of the staff. 


I had been getting letters from 
the mothers of the boys, telling 
me how they seemed to have 
improved, not only in health and 
appearance, but in their atti- 
tudes. Now all that has been 
done away with. The idea of the 
new regime is to “put the boys 
in their place,” no matter. what 
means are required. They made 
that very clear to me when they

Here it is that and also 
an adjunct of the social and 

economic setup, Laughter 

in the movie business starts 

with the girls who retype 

the fumbling words of the 

scenario writers, even though 

the writers are wont to buss 

them raffishly in the dark- 


ened corridors of the admin-: : 


istration building. There is 

a difference in the income 

of the girls and the writers, 

The writers make more 

money, and, though they are 

at the bottom of the more 

intimate section of the 

movie business, and of con- 

siderably less importance 

than, say, a set carpenter, 

they are a social cut above 

the typists. So the typists 

laugh at whatever they say, 

which helps the morale of 

the Broadway playwrights, magazine and newspaper fellows 

who make up a good percentage of the Screen Writers Guild. 

The writers, in turn, laugh at whatever the directors say. 

Directors make about $1000 a week more than the writers, on 

the average. Some of them are wind-broken and dull, but let 

them get off one about the farmer’s daughter and the writer 

is likely to plunge into a paroxysm of mirth comparable to a 

guy sitting around a table with Bugs Baer at Toots Shor’s.

The directors, in turn, are flung into helpless, 
gasping by anything a producer says that goes 
beyond “good morning.” The producers, who are capable 

of sitting stone-faced for hours, suddenly fall prey to 

bellowing and rib-holding when an executive gets off a 

dandy new one about a chicken and a road.

Henry Fonda, After 12 Years in Movies, Is More Serious About Career

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 7 — 
Lanky Henry Fonda, the 
drawling, Nebraska hayseed 
who rose from small-town jobs 
to movie stardom, today finds 
himself at the crossroad of a 
12-year screen career that 
points in diametrically opposite 
directions. And he isn’t sure 
which way to turn. 

Fonda, incidentally, has 
grown up a lot in those dozen 
years. People still] think of 
him as shy and reticent, even 
difficult to get along with. He 

_used to grumble about almost 
every role he was assigned to 
play. He becamie a little bitter 
about this director, that com- 


pany. 
Today Hank is a much 
man. ‘He is more 
serious about his career. At 
43, and with a record of 40 
feature pictures, he thinks life 
is just beginning to shape up 
mig in the galloping cellu- 
oi 


Now, here’s what’s bothering 
Hank at the moment. Should 
he' (and he asks us this one 
hopefully) take the heavy 
drama avenue opened by his 
two most recent—and revolu- 
tionary—pictures? Or should 
he follow the road of diversifi- 
cation, as he’s been doing ever 
since he landed in filmtown? 

One-syllable Hank was 
prompted to unburden himself 
to us at length because within 
the space of four months he 

‘will appear “in “The Fugitive” 
as a persecuted Catholic priest 
and in “Fort Apache” as an ego- 
maniacal martinet of an Army 
officer whose pride sends his 
entire garrison to death. Sig- 
nificantly, neither of these pic- 
tures—both John Ford-Merian 
C. Cooper films—affords him 
an iota of sex appeal or love 
interest. That’s what worries 


him, 
eet 

In the past Fonda has been 
noted mainly for his roles of 
homespun heroes and naive 
lovers, interspersed with pic- 
tures like “The Grapes of 
Wrath” and “The Ox-Bow In- 
cident.” But now his forth- 
coming pair of movies launch 
him as a scenery chewer of 
the first molar, the kind of fare 
that little Oscars teeth on. Be- 
sides, in “War Party,” Fonda 
plays an outright heel of an un- 
forgivable type. 

“Only Jack Ford would put 
me in such a role,” said Fonda, 
resting on the pitchfork with 
which he had been haying for 
his two children’s burrog on his 
eight-acre ranch. ‘When I read 
that I was to be that despic- 
able kind of villain, I asked 
Pappy Ford what cooked? He 
replied, ‘You want to act, don’t 
you?’” 

That was the clincher, Hank 
said, that set him on the road 

to screen infamy. 

Fonda is deadly serious in 
his desire to really act. He can 
well afford to take that slant, 
too, Hank has all the mone 
hé’ll ever need in this world. 
His investments have turned 
out well and now, he asserts, 
he'll dd what he pleases about 
movie acting or take a run-out 
powder on the business. Among

other things, he owns a thriv- 
ing theater in Westwood and 
is a big stockholder in South- 
western Airlines. 

Failing to get what he wants 
here, Fonda says, he'll go back 
to Broadway where, after four 
years of Little Theater, he was 

“discovered in “The Farmer 
Takes a Wife.” Already being 
touted in some quarters as a 
eandidate for an Academy 
award via his work in “The 
Fugitive,” Fonda says he would 
be “embarrassed to death” if 
he ever won one. Twice before 
he was nominated, but instead 
of attending the presentation 
dinner, he fled to Mexico on 
vacation. 


“Those Oscars cause too 
much ill feeling,” Fonda said. 
“Winners always have violent 
opposition; people say, ‘Oh, that 
jerk!’ Maybe they shouldn’t 
abolish ‘em, but something 
could be done to stifle the 
sharp competition that goes on 
in advance of the voting.”

In an equally candid vein, 
Fonda confessed that he didn’t 
understand the oppressed priest 
portrayed by him in “The Fugi- 
tive” until half the shooting 
was over. 

“Not being a Catholic,” he 
said, “I missed some of the ear- 
lier significance but felt the 
part as it developed.” # 

These are the kind of pictures 
Hank wants in the future—the 
type he sought years ago when 
battling producers, unsuccess- 
fully, to keep out of frothy 
musicals and vacuous ro- 
mances, 

Fifteen years ago if anyone 


had told Fonda, son of an 
Omaha printer, that he’d some 
day be a chest-heaving, dra- 
matic actor, the gangling youth 
would have run from him, In 
fact, Fonda did exactly that at 
the University of Minnesota, 
where he studied journalism for 
two years, when a professor of 
dramatics suggested that he 
take up acting. a 
* ® * 

Subsequently, at Omaha, 
Fonda avers he was shoved 
into the profession when a 
friend of the family telephoned 
he had a job for him. Unaware 
of its nature, Hank called on 
the friend, he relates, and was 
handed the script of “Rickey.” 
His employer turned out to be 
director of the Omaha Play- 
house, 

“It took me three weeks to 


realize everyone in the audi- . 


ence wasn’t looking at me,” 
Fonda recalled, “But from then 
on I was sold. It was fun meet- 
ing up with the backstage Bo- 
hemian life. I acted, ushered 
and swept the theater for two 
years, 


“Dad stood by impatiently, 
wondering what his lug of a 
son was going to do about get- 
ting a job. Finally I hired out 
as a bookkeeper, after failing 
as a reporter, and continued 
acting nights against his 
wishes.” 

From Omaha, Fonda went 
east, did atock and repertory 
work in New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and on Cape 
Cod, where at one time or an- 
other he acted with Bette 
Davis and Jimmy Stewart. 

“Jimmy and I roomed to- 


gether, but he didn’t have the 
acting bug as bad as the rest 
of us,” he said, “After he’d 
finish each part, Jimmy would 
say he was going home—but he 
always stumbled over another 
job before he could get out of 
town, the lucky so-and-so.” 

Long before invading the 
east, however, Fonda had ‘con- 
verted his father. 


“We had done ‘Merton of the 
Movies” in Omaha, and Mom. 
and Dad and my two sisters . 
left the theater ahead of me. 
When I got home, Dad was 
reading the paper and didn’t 
look up. Mom and my sisters 
were congratulating me, and 
finally one sis said, critically, 
‘Hank, if you had, just spoken 
that line a little—’ but Dad 
stopped her. ‘Shut up,’ he told 
her, ‘He did it perfectly.’” 

In 1935, his parents having 
died without seeing their son a 
movie star, Fonda was brought 
to Hollywood by Agent Leland 
Hayward to star in his stage 
hit, “The Farmer Takes a 
Wife.” It made him a top per- 
sonality overnight. 

Divorced from Margaret Sul- 
lavan, Fonda lives in Brent- 
wood with his ex-New York 
socialite wife, Frances Sey- 
mour Brokaw, and their chil- 
dren, Jayne, 10, and*Peter, 7. 
Regarding his children going 
into the theater or movies, 
Fonda is bluntly factual, 

“If they show the stuff, that's 
all right with us,” he said. “But 
if they try it and are bad, I 
think they should be told so in 
no uncertain terms. Save a lot 
of time, trouble and heartache.”

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A Visit to a Deserted Mountain 
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By Leonard Hall 
E'VE been wanting for a 
long time to climb to the top 
of old Buford Mountain and 

visit the deserted farm known as 

the “Bode place,” to jook for signs 
of the deer reported to be “using” 
there. The opportunity came last 

Sunday. The morning dawned 

clear and crisp, with a promise of 

somewhat warmer weather than 
we've had this past three weeks. 

We loaf a bit on Sunday, so it 

must have been mid-morning 

when I finished feeding the cattle 
and cleared up the other chores. 
Then Mama got into her boots 
and we loaded ourselves down 
with camera, binoculars and gun 
and headed down for Perry's house 
across the creek, for he and young 
William Al had said they'd like 
to make the expedition with us. 
On the way, we added Noel 

Sutton to our party and were de- 

lighted to have him along.

IT IS PERHAPS a half mile up 


-across our east fields to the foot 


of the thountain, Along the way 
Mike, Chipper and Wiggles inves- 
tigated every overhanging bank 
and brush pile — and finally 
bounced out a rabbit. Meanwhile 
we occupied ourselves with the 
myriad tracks in the snow, for 
the creatures of field and wood- 
land all seemed to have been 
abroad during the night. There 
were tracks of meadow and wood 
mice and the tiny shrews, 

There were fox tracks which 
could not have been more than 
a few hours old and we found 
where the quail had come out of 
— cover to scratch down 

rough the loose snow for seed 
of the little ragweed, a favorite 
food. The birds had been scat- 
tered, perhaps by Brer Fox, and 
Mike made game and pointed a 
couple of singles for us. But as 
Mel Steen of the Conservation 
Commission recently pointed out, 
cold weather and snow is not 
nearly as hard on the upland birds 
as is much warmer weather ac- 
companied by sleet and ice, 
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THE TIMBERLINE on Buford 
starts well inside our farm. From 
the extreme southeast corner an 
old road climbs upward along a 
draw. 

Perry and Noel and I discussed 
the possibility of girdling the use- 
less post oak and black jack on 
our few timbered acres, except 
for the larger den-trees, to let 
the better species, such as white 
and red oak, get a start. This 
method is followed in many places 
by the Forest Service in the Mis- 
souri forests—and the increase in 
rate of growth of the useful 
species is tremendous. 

It would also probably allow the 


fast-growing pine to re-seed itself 
in this area, for there is one big 
seed tree still growing at the edge 
of the field. The great gamble, of 
course, ig whether we could pro- 
tect the woodland from the fires 
which rage so often unchecked 
over Buford Mountain and prac- 
tically preclude the possibility of 
success in any attempt at refor- 
estation. Nevertheless, we're go- 
ing to try it,

THE OLD ROAD which we fol- 
lowed up the draw was once the 
entrance to the Bode farm, now 
Jong deserted. Today it is so bad- 
ly washed and overgrown with 
scrub that it is impassable except 
on foot—and not easy walking, at 
that. Mama shed her big fleece- 
lined coat, gave the binoculars to 
Perry to carry and came neéar 
wishing that she'd stayed at home. 

The effect of fire on the moun- 
tain has been to keep the small 
shrubs burned out and to kill 
most of the young timber except 
for hickory and blackjack which 
are fairly fire-resistant. I couldn’t 
help but think, every yard of the 
way, of the contrast between this 
starved mountain-side and some 
sections of our Clark and Mark 
Twain Forests, where fire control 
and careful timber harvest are 
bringing back both the timber and 
the growth of plants and shrubs 
on the forest floor which furnish 
cover for the game, browse for the 
deer and forage for livestock. I 
wondered what the owners of this 
sorry - looking woodland would 
think if they could see well-man- 
aged timber. 
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WE DID, HOWEVER, find 
what we went to see. The old 
farm, which is turning rapidly 
into a wilderness of sassafras, 
hawthorn, dogwood and plum, is 
almost entirely surrounded by a 
stone wall, long ago fallen into 
disrepair. When we thought of 


the labor that went into its build- 
ing, it was enough to start a back- 
ache, But down at the far end 
were the tracks of a big buck 
and a doe. The tracks weren't 
fresh—nor was any of the other 
plentiful deer sign which we 
found. 

This we attributed to the fact 
that there were new-made man 
tracks which came into the old 
fields from the east and then 
turned south along the mountain. 
These had been made the day be- 
fore and would doubtless have 
pushed the deer out of this part 
of their range for a day or two. 
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IT SEEMS TO me there is to- 
day little hope of building a per- 
manent deer herd in this area. 
Foxes and wolves are on the in- 
crease, apparently. While these 
don’t hurt the deer, they bring 
in the hunters with their hounds. 
And there are mighty few hounds 
which won't chase a deer in pref- 
erence to a fox unless they’re 
better trained than most I’ve seen. 

Few of our hunters are, I be- 
lieve, deer poachers — and they 
somewhat resent the presence of 
the deer; for a dog which gets off 
on a deer track is more than 
likely to be gone for three days 
and turn up maybe 15 miles from 
home. But deer and dogs don’t 
get along well together—any more 
than do deer and forest fires 
which burn out allthe feed, At 
that, if we could grow the feed 
and cover, I'd take a chance on 
the hounds, |

view Valley can produce. Those 
heaping bowls and platters of food 
disappeared as if by magic—and 
it was all I could do to make it up 
our hill for the evening feeding.

The Young Widow Bryant, Skilled With a Needle, 
Borrowed $400 in 1907 to Open Dressmaking Shop- 
Today Her Stores Do a $41,000,000 a Year Business 


NEW YORK, Feb. 7. 

N the year 1907, a penniless 

widow named Lena Bryant 

talked a New York bank into 
loaning her $400 to start a dress- 
making shop. With only this little 
capital, g God-given skill with a 
needle and the determination to 
make a living for her 5-year-old 
son, Lena Bryant went into busi- 
ness, Today that business has 
grown into a $41,000,000 a year 
industry. 

The story of Lena Bryant, found- 
er of Lane Bryant, Inc., whose 
23 retail stores scattered through- 
out the United States are the 
shopping meccas of some three 
million American women who 
have eaten not wisely but too well, 
may read like the invention of a 
movie-script writer. But Lena— 
or Lane, as she was to become 
known—Bryant is like no career 
woman you ever saw in the films. 
Simple, modest and gentle, she 
looks back over her 41 years of 
success built on the selling of ma- 
ternity wear and clothes for styl- 
ish stouts and says: “It is all just 
like a miracle.” 


Now 67, Lane Bryant was born 
Lena Himelstein in a small village 
in Lithuania. As a growing girl 
she dreamed of coming to Amer- 
ica so she could go to school, 
for in those days Jews were not 
allowed to attend Czarist schools. 
After being tutored by her grand- 
father, a learned man in the He- 
brew language, Lena, at the age of 
13, got a job of her own, clerking 
in a table luxuries shop, and three 
years later was invited by distant 


relatives to accompany them to 
America, 


“It was like a magic wand open- 
ing the door to paradise,” Lane 
Bryant says. 

But for the Slavic maid, who 
had at 16 blossomed into some- 
thing of a beauty, the early years 
in the United States were any- 
thing but paradise. In the first 
place, she discovered that the in- 
vitation to accompany them to 
America had been issued by the 
distant relatives because they 
had marked her as a wife for 
their oldest son, already in Amer- 
ica, who had written them to 
bring him a bride. Lena showed 
then and there the independence 
that is still with her at 67. She 
vowed she’d take only a husband 
of her own choosing. 


Fortunately for the young and 
penniless Lena, she had an older 
sister in New York who was em- 
ployed ag a seamstress in a shop 
that catered to “exclusive” cus- 
tomers. Upon being offered a 
ob in the same shop at one dol- 

a week, Lena went into ecsta- 
cies over the fabulous negligees 
and fancy underwear on display 
there. To Lena, the English lan- 
guage was baffling and so was 
the use of a sewing machine. But 
she soon mastered both and at 
the end of four years was earn- 
ing $15 a week. 

mn 1900, Lena met the man of 
her “own choosing.” He was Da- 
vid Bryant, a Russian jewelry 
salesman, much older than she.

They were married, but shortly 
after their son, Raphael, was 
born, David Bryant died of pneu- 
monia. Again penniless, Lena was 
just 20 years old and had a baby 
to support. Pawning her only 
valuables, a pair of earrings set 
with diamond chips, she made a 
down payment on a sewing ma- 
chine and started making negli- 
gees and tea gowns. The going 
was hard. She could buy only a 
little material at a time because 
she had no charge, accounts, She 
had to deliver her merchandise 
personally and sometimes. had 
long hours of waiting for cash 
payments from her wealthy cus- 
tomers. 

But little by little Lena pros- 
pered. “Ladies of quality” heard 
of the little Lithuanian widow 
who made such exquisite negli- 
gees, dressing sacques and che- 
mises, and whispered among them- 
selves that “no matter how diffi- 
cult the figure problem, Mrs. 
Bryant always, turns out a beau- 
tiful and flattering garment.” 

By 1907, Lena Bryant felt so 
confident of her ability as a de- 
signer and dressmaker that she 
borrowed $400 from a New York 
bank to set up a retail shop out- 
side her home. At this same bank 
a few weeks later, when she went 
to make her first deposit, she be- 
came flustered in making out the 
deposit slip and, transposing the 
letters of her name, wrote “Lane” 
instead of “Lena.” Embarrassed, 
she let the deposit slip go through 
as “Lane Bryant.” When letters 
bearing that name arrived, she de- 
cided that it was a good omen. 
She would call the specialty shop 
she was about to open on Thirty- 
eighth street, just off Fifth ave- 
nue, “Lane Bryant.”

T was in this specialty shop, pa- 
tronized by the smart carriage 
trade, that Mrs, Bryant created 
her first maternity gown, the fa- 
mous “Number Five,” that was to 
start her on the real road to fame 
and fortune. One of Mrs. Bry- 
ant’s regular customers walked 
into the shop one day, confided 
that she was “expecting” and 
begged Mrs. Bryant to whip up 
something for her that was com- 
fortable and yet presentable 
enough to receive callers in. 
Glad to give special service to a 
customer, Mrs. Bryant made the 
gown with an elastic waist instead 
of the usual tight belt. Actually 
a light blue silk tea gown, with an 
adjustable elastic waist and a full 
skirt of camouflaging pleats, gen- 
erously trimmed with lace, the 
“Number Five” was the world’s 
first maternity dress, The news 
spread like wildfire and Mrs. Bry- 
ant was swamped with orders 
from women who wanted her to 
create for them “maternity gowns 
that permitted comfort and style 
with expansion.” 
About this time, 


she met a

handsome, dynamic mechanical 
engineer by the name of Albert 
Malsin, who when they were mar- 
ried in 1909, gave up his own pro- 
feasion to take over the financial 
end of hig wife's business, Al- 
though the Lane Bryant specialty 
shop was by this time doing «a 
fantastic business, Albert Malsin 
had still more fantastic schemes 
for expansion. 

Referring to the compromise 
between her and her husband that 
ended in her giving her full time 
to creative design, Mrs. Malsin 
recently said: “The business, 
which was quite an investment, 
was getting out of hand for me, 
so it was really wonderful to have 
Albert take over the reins. I 
never liked to have anything to 
do with money. I just liked to 
work at the thing that pleased me 
and then if others liked my de- 
signs, it made me happy to share 
my creations.”

O while his wife concentrated 

on creating new designs and 

bringing up three children born 
to them in four years, in addition 
to her son by her first marriage, 
Malsin set to building up her busi- 
ness. Within two years Lane 
Bryant was occupying not one 
floor ‘but three in the Thirty- 
eighth street building with a 
tripled number of employes. A 
prosperous mail order business 
was built up and then Malsin be- 
gan to attack the problem of ma- 
ternity street clothes. 

In 1911, Malsin accomplished the 
amazing feat of persuading the 
New York Herald to take a Lane 
Bryant ad for maternity street 
clothes, In those days no “really 
nice woman” ever appeared on 
the street when it was obvious 
that she was “in a delicate condi- 


tion,” but Lane Bryant boldly ad- 
vertised “a complete line of mater- 


nity garments in which you can 
face the world without embarrass- 
ment, continue your social activ- 
ities and go out into the health- 
giving air and sunshine right up 
to the. day of confinement.” 

Malsin next turned his attention 
to the problem of making stylish 
clothes for stout women, From 
census reports he discovered that 
over 40 per cent of the female 
population came in the size 40, or 
above, class. From an insurance 
company he obtained the body 
measurements of more than 200,- 
000 women. He personally meas- 
ured 4500 stout women customers 
of Lane Bryant and out of this 
research he and Lane Bryant 
worked out patterns and acaled de- 
signs along architectural lines in 
proportion to the figure to pro- 
duce the illusion of height, slen- 
derness and gracefulness.,

§ ary an editorial in a Lane 
Bryant catalog about this time: 

“Camouflage is not the exclusive 
property of war but has been used 
for years in architecture, in land- 
scape gardening, in house furnish- 
ing and in the making of clothes. 
In tamouflaging ships, for example, 
the idea was not to make the ships 
invisible, as many have supposea, 
but to deceive the eye of the sub- 
marine observers as to the ship's 
size, its course and its speed. Like- 
wise, broad eaves are used to 
make a narrow house appear 
wider, and striped wallpaper is 
used to make a ceiling seem 
higher. 

“By the same principle, if cor- 
rectly applied to the designing of 
one’s clothes, the wearer may be 
made to appear smaller or larger, 
taller or shorter, as may be de- 
sired, Lane Bryant stout garments 
are not merely large sizes; in- 
stead, they are especially made 
with lines that create the optical 
illusion of slenderness.” 

And once more Lane Bryant’s 
business spiraled until today the 
“Stylish stout” end of the business 
accounts for 92 per cent of the 
yearly $41,000,000 sales. ‘ - 

By the time Albert Malsin died 
in 10923, Lane Bryant had seen 
branches of her business flourish- 
ing in Chicago, Detroit and Brook- 
lyn, Soon she wert on herself to 
open other branches in Philadel- 
phia, St. Louis and Baltimore. 
Last year on Feb. 3, Lane Bryant 
took over 10 floors of a smartly 
remodeled bullding on smart Fifth 
avenue at Fortieth street and 
opened new departments to sell 
jewelry, cosmetics, nursery furni- 
ture, baby carriages, and dresses 
for misses and girls,

Lane Bryant refunded the money. 

Not all of Lane-Bryant’s mail- 
order customers are women. Many 
men purchase lingerie for their 
wives and occasionally a man will 
even purchase a maternity girdle. 
Lane Bryant employes never con- 
sidered the idea that a man might 
be ordering a maternity girdle for 
himself but recently they got a 
letter from a man who just want- 
ed them to know how pleased he 
was with his maternity girdle 
which was “a heap more comfort- 
able” than anything he had worn 
before, 

Today at 67, Lane Bryant takes 
life easy after her years of hard 
work. But she occasionally comes 
to the office to see how her sons, 
Raphael, who is now president of 
the company, Arthur and Theo- 
dore, and her son-in-law George 
Palley, manager of the New York 
store, are tending to business. And 
her sons say that they never know 
what “mama is going to do.” Not 
long ago she asked her family 
what they thought about a coun- 
try home in Mount Vernon, N.Y. 
When they said they thought it 
might be a fine idea, she said: 
“T’m glad, because I bought a $50,- 
000 house there today.” 


With no opportunity for a for 
mal education, Lane Bryant 
schooled herself through the ob- 
servation of life and people. She 
has always had a passion for 
American history. Thomas Jeffer- 
son is her ideal, Of him she said 
recently: “There waa a real man. 
I could have fallen madly in love 
with him,” 


Although Lane Bryant {s still 
keenly aware of all that goes on 
in her business and alert to the 
fashions of the day, she, as one 
employe put it, “still has a fond- 
ness for the fine silk gowns, 
trimmed with wide, imported 
laces, soft pleats and full flowing 
skirts which she created for the 
most fashionable women of New 
York at the beginning of the cen-

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Some Fine Cooking Is Done With Beer 


As Example Is Sauerbraten, Which Rates High in Realm of Good Eating 


By Hoyt Alden 


EER has been the national 
drink of Germans and Hun- 
for generations and, 
while it is not well known, they 
have also invented several little 
tricks in using their favorite bev- 
erage in.cooking. Sauerbraten is 
one of the finest of all dishes in 
cities with a large second or third 
generation population of Germans 
or Hungarians. 

It is, of course, also Well known 
in other cities, but the old-timers 
will tell you that the real goods 
owes its flavor to a vinegar made 
of sour beer. The beer is poured 
into a crock, touched up with vine- 
gar and allowed to turn sour be- 
fore it is used as a marinade for 
the meat. 


x * * 


PERSONALLY, WE will accord 
sauerbraten, with or. without beer 
vinegar, a high place in the realm 
of good eating. One of the best 
recipes we have ever encountered 
goes like this:~ 


Take four pounds of chuck or 
round and put it in a crock. Pour 
over it a pint of vinegar and add 
four cloves, some peppercorns, six 
small onions, a bunch of sliced 
carrots, salt and pepper. Add 
enough water to cover the meat. 
Put on a tight cover and let the 
meat stand in this marinade for 
five days. Turn it each day. 


At the end of five days, remove 
the meat, wipe it well with a 
cloth, and brown it in a heavy 
iron kettle. Fish out the carrots 
and onions and put in the pot 
with the meat and pour over 
them a cup of the marinade, Cover 
and cook on the slowest of all 
slow fires until ‘the meat is nice 
and tender. Now add a table- 
spoon of sugar and a dozen crum- 
bled gingersnaps. Stir vigorously 
as it cooks. Now you have to 
make up your mind as to the 
amount and consistency of your 
gravy. If you want more, not so 
thick, pour in a little of the mari- 
nade again and stir again.

The modern dance 
stresses free, effortless movement as opposed to the more restricted 
ballet form; techniques involved are quite difficult to master.
